A PROCLAMATION, 
By THE GOVERNOR. 

WHEREAS, The Constitution of the State of Nebraska, provides that “the 
Legislature may, on extraordinary occasions, be convened by Proclamation 
of the Governor and when so convened, shall-transact no business except 
such as relates to the object for which it was so convened, to be stated in 
the Proclamation of the Governor,” and 

WHEREAS, In the opinion of the Executive, the best interests of the State 
demand that the Legislature should meet, as soon as may be, in Special 
Session. 

Therefore, in accordance with the provisions of the Constitution, and by 
virtue of the authority vested in me, I David Butler, Governor of the State 
_ of Nebraska, do call upon the members of the Legislature of the said State, 
to meet at the Capitol, in Lincoln, on FRIDAY THE 4TH DAY OF 
“MARCH, A. D. 1870, at the hour of 84 o’clock, P. M., for the purpose of 
taking action on the following subjects of legislation. ; 


First—The passage of a Herd Law. 
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» Second—The ratification and confirmation of a certain contract made by 
the Governor; for the conveyance of certain lands to Isaac Cahn and John 
M. Evans, to aid in the developement of the Saline interests of the State, or 
such other aid as the Legislature may see fit to extend. 8 


Third—The amendment of an act to require the Treasurer to keep con- 
stantly on hand the identical funds received by him as such Treasurer, until 
the same shall be paid out on warrants drawn on such Treasurer. 


Fourth—To authorize County Clerks and Clerks of District Courts to 
take acknowledgements of deeds and other instruments of writing, and to 
legalize acknowledgements heretofore taken by such officers. 


Fifth —To authorize County Commissioners.of Pawnee county to issue 
Bonds to pay indebtedness contracted in the erection of a Court House. 


Sixth—To authorize the Secretary of State to publish laws, resolutions, &c. 
of the sixth and seventh sessions, in the newspapers of the State.

Senate met at 83 o’cloek P. M., Mareh 4, 1870. 


Present: Messrs. Ashton, Barnum, Cunningham, Daily, Frost, Fulton, 
Gere, Goodwill, Hathaway, Porter, Reed, Stevenson and Mr. President-13. 


Messrs. Church and McCartney, committee from the House, appeared and 
informed the Senate that the House had completed its organization and was 
ready to meet the Senate in Joint Convention to receive the Governor's 
Message. 


Messrs. Cunningham and Reed were appointed a committee to wait upon 
the House and inform that body that the Senate was fully organized and 
would meet the House in Joint Convention in the Hall of the House imme- 
diately. 

Whereupon the Senate proceeded in a body to the Hall of the House to 
meet that body in Joint Convention. 
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JOINT CONVENTION. 


The Convention was called to order by the President of the Senate when 
the rolls of the two Houses being called and a majority of thé members of 
each body being present, the President announced that the Joint Convention 
was ready to proceed to business. | 


` When the following message from the Grovernor was read to the Conven- 


tion by Mr. Kellogg, his private Secretary. 
GOVERNOR’S MESSAGE. 


Gentleman of the Sia and House of Representatives: 


Many subjects were mentioned in the proclamation for the special se session 
just closed, which perhaps, in the opinion of individuals, might well have been 
left for the mature consideration of a regular setting. Nevertheless, in 
compliance with a petition presented to me, signed by a majority of both 
Houses of the Legislature, I have thought best, by another call, to delay 
your return home for a few hours that you may take into consideration the 
following special subjects of Legislation, to-wit: 


First—The passage of a Herd Law. Sucha law seems\ to be demanded 
by the general voice. Iam more inclined to make this call on account of 
the serious doubt of the authenticity of the law on that subject passed at / 
the last regular session, and of the validity of the law requiring the Secre- 
tary of State to remove the same from the rolls. A repeal of that law and 
the passage of a new one will obviate all question. 


Second— The ratification and confirmation of a certain contract made by 
the Governor for the conveyance of certain lands to Isaac Cahn and John M. 
Evans, to aid in the development of the saline interests of the State, or such 
other aid as the Legislature may see fit to extend. I again urge this sub- 
ject upon you for your earnest consideration. I cannot but think that the 
best interests of the State need and demand it. The time has come when 
the people of this State ought to know whether the salt springs owned by 
her are to be a source of wealth rivaling Saganaw and Syracuse, or not. 


It is hardly to be supposed for a moment that individual enterprise can 
afford to take upon itself the risk of ruin consequent upon sinking a well at 
a vast expense and failing to obtain brine. It may be true that these 
lessees are able to sell out and make themselves whole. But whether true 
or not, true it is beyond a doubt that individual speculation in our salt 
springs is not what the State wants. Indeed, I think it hurtful to the rep- 
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utation of our saline resources. We want them developed. We want the. 
problem solved once and forever. I would much prefer that it be made a 

condition of the grant or other aid that the present lessees shall-not assign 

their term or any part of it, until they have sunk the well to the depth re- 

-quired. This would certainly be for the best interests of the State.” It 
would insure hearty and vigorous effort on the part of the lessees. I hope 

gentlemen will consider the subject well, because I know of my own knowl- 
edge that these lessees, after a great expenditure made in good faith and at 
my own earnest solicitation, will be compelled to abandon for want of means 

further prosecution of their enterprise. This very abandonment will by no 

means tend to increase the zeal of enterprising adventurers in making fur- 

ther experiments. J therefore ask at your hands such legislation as will 

tend to push forward this work to a rapid completion. 


Third—The amendment of an act to require the Treasurer to keep con- 
stantly on hand the identical funds received by him as such Treasurer until 
the same shall be paid ont or warrants drawn on such Treasnrer. 


Fourth—To authorize County Clerks and Clerks of the District Courts 
to take acknowledgements of deeds and other instruments of writing and to 
legalize acknowledgements heretofore taken by such officers. 


Fifth—To authorize the County Commissioners of Pawnee county to 
issue bonds to pay indebtedness contracted in the erection of a Court House. 


Sixth—-To authorize the the Secretary of State to publish laws, resolu- 
tions, &e., of the sixth and seventh sessions, in the newspapers of the State. 

The importance of~these measures will, I trust, be readily seen. Their 
friends will present the special reasons for their introduction at this time.
